The Financiai Situation. 


While the crisis is over and the situation is 
generally improving, there are a good many 
bad effects of the disturbance visible. 

The railroads have been much effected. 
Freight has fallen off remarkably. The 
Nashville and Chattanooga road only sends 
six freight trains a day against twelve before 
the panic. The Louisville and Nashville 


road has fallen from twenty-five car loads} bondholde 


daily to a third of that number. The Nasb- 
ville and Chattanooga road and its connec- 
tions have had to discharge two hundred 
hands. 

Our own State Road has had a marked 
falling off in freights. 

Another noticeable bad result is the gene- 
ral discharge of operatives in locomotive and 
car factories over the whole country, and the 
discharge of laborers on railroads in process 
of construction. The Tredegar Works, Rich- 
mond; Patterson Railroad Works, New 
Jersey; Cumming Car Company of Jersey 
City; Danforth Locomotive Works; and 
others, have either suspended or discharged 
operatives by the hundred. 

It is-a-curious-sort of retribution that as 
the speculation in railroad bonds has been 
the cause of the finaneial flutter, the railroads, 
and railroad interests and their adjuncts are 
suffering beyond all other branches of busi- 
ness activity. : 

The produce market has suffered a very 
damaging stagnation. Nearly all Western 
produce has been almost absolutely inactive. 
England is going to need ninety-two millions 
of bushels of wheat this year from outside 
sources. It will be seen therefore that the 
Western wheat raiser has a sure thing if he 
can tide over the crash. This inactivity in 
Western however is ceasing.
